“]’ve seen changes in the 
city, and I can still see m 
mother doing the things she 
used to do,” Metella said. “The 
time seemed to zip by so, so 
fast.” 

Mason said she vividly 
remembers the evening of Oct. 
30, 1938, in which Orson Welles’ 
infamous CBS Mercury Theater 
of the Air radio broadcast of 


the H.G. Welles classic “War of 
the Worlds” caused panic and 
hysteria in many communities, 
resulting in public outcry about 
what many perceived as a 
Martian invasion. 

Mason said her mother, 
Alberta, was one to have been 
frightened during that evening 
60 years ago. : 

“We had a radio on top the_ 
tekrigecator: After my mom lis- 
tened to fee Dre ram, she ran 
outside and kept staring at the 
sky,” Mason recalled. “1 could 
see by the look on her face that 
she was scared and UpEeES 

Metella said she ee 
remembers her mother distrib- 
uting food to hobos during the 
Great Depression and dressing 
in her Sunday finest to attend 
Sunday school. i 

About 600 poems and multi- 
tude of songs that she has writ- 
ten will accompany her.

well as recent memories.

Top 10 reasons 
why state roads

If you want more economic 
development, fix infrastructure

Some recent articles in the Collinsville Journal have convinced 
me that this area is not the place to settle down. 

First off, state legislators decided against projects critically 
needed for Illinois 157 and Illinois 159. 

Secondly, we have the great Maryville mystery of what 
development will occur near the new YMCA complex on Illinois 
159 near Interstate 55/70. 

While this is a great boon to the area, there’s no mention of 
pucreased! traffic flow and what improvements are planned to 

andle it. 


I can see future backups on Illinois 159 extending south beyond 


the I-55/70 overpass and north into Maryville. 

Obviously, the ‘‘master plan’’ for the Metro East is that small 
towns on overburdened state highways are to sit and beg for 
developers to arrive. Then the local mayors simply ‘‘wing it’’ as 
it happens. 

Meanwhile, the traffic worsens and hurts established 
businesses. Then the state leadership hasn’t got the guts to ask 
the taxpayers to fund improvements to support their economy 
and the quality of life goes downhill fast. 

There’s a rural-to-urban transformation going on here and it 
doesn’t appear anyone recognizes this. It’s a mistake if people 
think their economic future can be built on ‘‘farmer’’ roads and 
crack-riddled highways.

Frederick H. Korte of Alton 
said. 


Korte is the principal 
stockholder in Granite City 
Home Furnishings. 


“I’m not there, so I don’t 
know all the particulars,” 
Korte said. ‘‘I have a major 
investment, but I don’t know 
all the ramifications.”’ 


His son, Mark Korte, who 
manages the store, declined 
comment when reached at the 
store Tuesday. 
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Workers load merchandise from Granite City Home Furs 
nishings into a van following the issuance of a court order 
Monday afternoon. The repossession of the furniture effec 
tively halted a going-out-of-business sale at the downtown 


Granite City store. 


Court records in the Madison 
County Circuit Clerk’s office 
show that Mercantile Bank has 
filed suit to recover nearly 
$70,000 on a loan. Korte’s 
home, located at 1522 Highland 
Ave. in Alton, was used as 
collateral, the records show 

Court papers show that, as 
of April 15, the bank is seeking 
$66,368.20 in principal, $2,587.38 
in interest and a late fee

A majority of aldermen at 
Tuesday’s night’s Granite 
City Council meeting did not 
give the green light for the 
construction of a fully 
signalized intersection to be 
built at Fehling Road and 
Yale Drive 

The aldermen will discuss, 
and possibly vote on, the 
issue at the next council 
meeting, slated for Tuesday 

The City Council approved 
$30,000 in August for a 
signalized pedestrian 
crosswalk to be built in that 
area, which is near Wilson 
Park. 

Recently, however, the 
Illinois Department of 
Transportation (IDOT) 
required the crosswalk to be 
nstructed as a fully 
signalized intersection, in 
which the city had.to 














supplement an additional 
$28,000 to pay for 
construction costs. 

IDOT’s ruling has 
triggered a council debate 
whether or not to to have 
the signalized intersection 
built. Second Ward 


alderman Craig Tarpoff said 


he does not favor it.

During Monday’s tour of the 
tile plant by members of the 
Wood River City Council, union 
representatives addressed 
Terry Pinto, president of 
Environmentally Correct 
Projects Inc., which owns the 
Enviro-Stone site, about the 
type of jobs foreign workers 
were under contract to 
complete. 

“There are a half-dozen 
foreign workers in there doing 
work American people can 
do,”’ said Jack Tueth, business 
manager for the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers Local 649 of Alton. 
“This is an ongoing problem.”’ 

Tueth said the workers from 
italy, Russia and the Czech 
Republic are under contract jn 
supervisory positions during 
some installation inside the 
plant, including the kilns that 
will convert glass into tile.

Area administrators shocked by school shootings

School administrators 
expressed shock and grief over 
Tuesday’s killing spree at a 
suburban Denver high school, 
recognizing the unpredictable 
nature of such crimes. 

“It’s a very tragic incident,” 
said Ed Hightower, 
superintendent of the 
Edwardsville School District 
“‘Our thoughts and prayers go 
out to the families.’’ 

Hightower said the shooting 
was discouraging because 
there had been a decrease in 
fatal shootings at the nation’s 
schools during the last year 
compared to previous years 

“Certainly, it causes concern 
in every school community,” 
Hightower said. ‘‘No one is 

immune.” 

He also said school officials 
in Edwardsville work to try to 
prevent similar tragedies 

“We will certainly try to 
identify the young people in 
stressful and difficult 
situations and try to work with 
them to resolve the situation 
hefore we get to this point.” 

Hightower said he plans to 
meet with high school and 
middle school students to 
encourage them to take 
responsibility for reaching out 
to their families and peers 
when they have emotional 
difficulties 

“We want to encourage them 
to be responsible as far as 
helping us to be preventative,” 
he sai 

“We’ve been very fortunate 
in not having anything like this 
happen in our district, but no 
school is exempt,”’ said 
Thomas Parker, 
superintendent of the East 
Alton-Wood River Community 
High School District. ‘‘Anytime 
you have a large number of 
students together, it could 
happen."" 

Mike Beaber, superintendent 
of the Alton School District, 
said the killings that occurred 
some 870 miles away from 
Alton brought the issue of 
violence in schools to the 
forefront for administrators 
across the nation 

“The situation that occurred 
today in Denver created 
serious concerns for families 
and school personnel all across 
America. No one really knows 
why students like this react 
the way they do.”’

In Alton, a crisis team made 
up of psychologists, social 
workers, nurses and other 
school personnel intervenes 
when a potential problem is 
identified. However, Beaber 
emphasized that a potentially 
violent student cannot always 
be identified before something 
goes wrong. 

“We have all types of 
intervention programs, but 
sometimes the people who you 
never suspect have a 
problem.’’ 

The East Alton-Wood River 
districts, along with Roxana, 
Bethalto and Hartford, meet 
on a regular basis with police 
chiefs to discuss these types of 
crisis situations and to relay 
information about potential 
problems in the community 

“All we can.do is do our best 
to keep our ears open and 
have constant contact with the

Parker said. ‘Obviously we 
don’t have a foolproof answer 
on how to prevent incidents 
like this. If we did, they 
wouldn’t ever happen.”’ 

Parker said all reports about 
potentially violent students are 
taken seriously and addressed 
quickly. 

“If a student makes a 
threat, we take it seriously,” 
Parker said. ‘‘We know it 
could happen at any time.”’

Shoshana. 

When they first heard about 
the shootings, Masinelli family 
members in Staunton couldn't 
remember whether Shoshana 
was in the eighth grade or was 
a freshman in high school, so 
they worried she might have 
been at the school where the 
tragedy occurred. 

‘‘When the news broke, the 
family initially panicked, and 
everyone stayed glued to the 
news,”’ Masinelli said. ‘““‘We 
eventually were able to contact 
my brother by phone and find 
out that everyone there was 
OK, and that was a 
tremendous relief:’’ 

Masinelli said Shoshana was 
in school at the time he spoke 
to his brother, noting that 
other schools in Littleton went 
on lockdown status after the 
shootings for security reasons. 

“(My brother) was shaken. 
As the afternoon wore on, the 
reality of what was happening 
there was starting to settle in 
I, would describe him as a little 
bit numb.’’ 


He said family members 
were grateful Shoshana was

one of last of dying breed

Ray and Pat Brand arrive 
early so they can get their 
favorite spot. 

“We've been coming here 
almost every Friday for the 
past three or four years,” said 
Ray. “We get this same spot 
every week.” 

The Brands are among the. 
many faithful who make a 
weekly pilgrimage to the 
Skyview Drive-In in Belleville. 
_ The Brands are camped out 
in front of their car, with a 
picnic blanket, two lawn 
chairs, a small folding table, 
needle point and cellular 
phone. 

“We usually bring our son 
and his girlfriend,” said Pat. 

The Skyview Drive-In is 
celebrating its 50th year this 
summer as a long standing 
area landmark. 

“It’s a wonderful 
experience,” said first timer 
Valerie Mueller. 

“We will probably bring our 
kids here,” said Miranda 
Swearengin, who was cuddled 
up next to her boyfriend, Matt 
Kish, in the back of their 
pick-up truck. 

The Skyview is one of only 
two remaining drive-ins in the 
metropolitan area. 

The Bloomer family opened 
the Skyview on July 8, 1949, 
with the feature, “On Our

A lot has changed in 50 
years for the Skyview 
Drive-In, but the owners 
remain the same, with the 
Bloomer family still at the 
reigns. 

Some of the high and low 
points of the drive-in’s history 
include, in 1953, with the 
invention of the Cinemascope, 
the screens had to be widened 
to handle the new wider 
picture. In 1955 a tornado blew 
off the wings and caused 
extensive damage to the 
playground. 

During the repair process 
from the tornado, the 
Bloomers decided to paint the 
marquee a pastel pink, They 
were named “Bloomer Pink” 
by the company that supplied 


it. 

In 1963 fire struck the snack 
bar. While repairs were being 
made to it, the Bloomers 
brought in their personal 
barbecue grills and supplied 

atrons with hamburgers and 

otdogs. 

In 1981, high winds knocked 
down the majority of the 
screen again, but within only 
10 days a new screen was 
erected. In 1982 a second 
screen was added, and 
recently a system to broadcast 
the movie sound on FM 
frequency has been 
implemented.
